strange feeling that 
God 
has saved them. We hear 
quite often stories about a 
person being savtMi when 
they are all alone. They 
tell us that they know’ they 
are saved becaii.se of the 
feeling that Ijiey have in 
their heart.

thing.s 
wrrong with this type of 
teaching. I'irst, we do not 
know that we are saved 
because of a feeling in our 
heart but rather because of 
fhe fact that we have obey­ 
ed the teachings of God in 
the Bible, We shall notice 
this more a little later in 
this article.

This 
is the account of the con­ 
version of the Eunuch of 
Ethiopia. The Eunuch was 
on his way home from a 
trip to Jerusalem to wor­ 
ship. Notice the fact that 
this was a very religion.« 
man. Some contend todav 
that all a person need.s to 
get to Heaven is to be re­ 
ligious. The Eunuch was 
religious but he was un­ 
saved 
As he was riding 
along, he was reading from 
the f^riptures. If a person 
can be saved all by them­ 
selves when they are miles 
from any other person, why 
did God send a preacher 
to talk with thi.s man and 
to help him in obtaining 
salvation’’ Why wasn’t he 
saved while he was alone’’ 
The sending of the preach­ 
er was important for two

He seem ed to be th e sm allest in th e group , was v ery activ e

.Arriv ing h ome, ev ery one -th at is th e ch ildren -w as de 
ligh ted. My wife took one look, tagged Ch arlie as a rodent 
- -wh ich h e i s - a n d said it was fine .so long

CH.VRI.IF' TOOK to h is new surroundings v ery readily He 
didn't .seem to m iss th e com p anionsh ip of all h is friends in 
th e p et sh op and ap p eared to be quite content. After th e 
initial ex p loratory trip around h is new quarters, wh ich took 
just about .80 seconds as th e cag e is only about a foot square, 
h e was ready to r e a rra n g e ev ery th ing to h is liking 


Cedar wood sh av ings are used in th e bottom of th e cage 
and Ch arlie quickly decided th ese w ere not p laced w h ere th ey 
sh ould be He im m ediately set to work p iling th em up in a 
corner. 


Th en h e scurried into h is ex erci.se wh eel, wh ich 
is located 
inside th e cage, and sta rted running He didn't go any w h ere, 
tor th e ex ercise wh eel just keep s turning and turning and 
turning as if h e w ere on a treadm ill. 


Being new. th e wh eel squeaked, and squeaked, and .squeak­ 
ed. and squeaked, .And .so it w as th at first nigh t th at a new 
utte ra n c e b ecam e p art of m y v ix ab ulary . “ .Aw, com e on 
Ch arlie, quiet down a little.” 


I h ad been told Ch arlie was noc-turnal, sleep ing during th e 
day and becom ing activ e at nigh t, but som eone failed to tell 
m e th is m ean t all nigh t.

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Ile seemed to he the smallest in the group, was very active 
and was set apart bv his white and tan markings A small 
cage was also necessary and was purchased

--which he is and said it was fine so long

CH ARI.IE TOOK to his new surroundings very readily 
Ile 
didn t seem to miss the companionship ol a1! his friends in 
the pet shop and appeared to be quite content 
After the 
initial exploratory trip around his new quarters, which took 
just about .TO seconds as the cage is only about a foot square 
he was ready to rearrange everything to his liking 
Cedar wood shavings are used in the bottom of the cage 
and ( bai lie quickly decided these were not placed where they 
should be He immediately set to work piling them up in a 
corner. 
Then he scurried into his exercise wheel, which is located 
inside tile cage. and started running He didn t go anvwhere. 
tor the exercise wheel just keeps turning and turning and 
turning as if he were on a treadmill. 
Being new, the wheel squeaked, and squeaked, and squeak­ 
ed. aud squeaked. And so it was that first night that a new 
utterance became part of my vocabulary. 
Aw, come on 
Charlie, quiet down a little " 
I had been told Charlie was nocturnal, sleeping during the 
dav and becoming active at night, but someone failed to tell 
mp this meant all night. 
The next day I was determined this would not happen 
again I decided to lubricate the exercise wheel. This worked 
wonders. No more squeaking 
Maybe Charlie missed the noise or something He did notice 
the difference and as the wheel now turned much more

Island Eudaem onistical Society, acting on the 
strength of a resolution enacted at the last regular- 
meeting. has completed its research into the great­ 
est Am erican phenomenon of the day 
dem onstra­ 
tions. 


I sing a grant from the Strained Foundation. 


th e com m ittee was able to send a crew of live, com ­ 
p lete w ith sound motion picture camera and three 
interview ers to the highlv-puhlicized pushing and 
shoving match that took place a few davs ago in 
front of *he main gate of a factory in C red ib ility 
C ap, Utah. 


Although the grant was picked up in a green 
satchel found in a hollow tree south of .lethro and 
the receipt was signed in invisible ink made from 
reconstituted lemon juice, the pleasant voting man 
in plus fouls and pith helmet w ho placed it there 
sw o re it had not been furnished bv the C IA 


The com m ittee im m ediately engaged its crew 
of researchers, w ith instructions to proceed p ost 
hasfp to the little Utah com m unity, make a motion 
picture record of the impending dem onstration and 
then in terview each of the demonstrators individu 
ally. 


The researchers safely ensconced in an efficient apart 


men! over the town's onlv poolroom, went downstairs to he 
briefed on the background of the protest 


I BFN I,KAR VHI) that hundreds wer e ex u ded to march 


the following day on Marconi’s Macaroni Factory in a dem 
onstratjon sponsored by the Students’ Non Violent Trunsheon 
and Flame-Throwers Society, bld 
It was pointed out the 


production of the particular variety of macaroni was seen 
as direct .support of thp American war effort in Vietnam 


The macaroni, according to the local Minnesota Fats 


was shipped almost exclusively lo a largelv Hungarian neigh 
horhood on the east side of Chicago where most of the adults 
were employed in a plant that turns out the spearmint gum 
thai goes into Army C Rations 


He said the students’ committee hoped to cut down on 


the I S war effort by denying the Hungarians the one es­ 
sential in their national dish goulash. 


And he pointed out. .spearmint Is a particularly warlike 


word for a thin strip of confection unless the manufacturer 


Is at heart an imperialistic war monger' 


The following morning promptly at 7. the demonstration 


took place in front of the factory gates 


The sound film, reminiscent of hundreds seen on na) 


tonally-televised news programs in the last t h r e e years. 
shows a shouting angry crowd, held in check bv outnumbered 
police 


ft shows placard* waving above the milling people wt'h 


slogans like 
Macaroni. Yes, C Rations No" and 
Marconi. 


Rloody Butcher of the Agrarian Reformers " 


As the Toomar lens moved in for close-ups on some of th* 


Individuals in the crowd, it showed a dozen or more huskies 
with Castro-like beards, bul with puzzled expressions on their 
faces 
It showed one young fellow .striding purposefully in 


pushing people, their faces twisted and their teeth bared as 
they shouted imprecations ai the camera lens and ai each 


other Some appeared to bf preoccupied in their own aff an s. 
in contrast to many in the crowd Others maintained a de 
lached air as though awaiting the arrival of mounted Cossacks 
before .swinging into action. 


Despite the researcher s precautions, the sound track 
accompanying the film is badly garbled Most of the words 
are incompressible but tile general impression is of a storm 
battering; against a concrete seawall at Virginia Reach 


The demonstration stopped abruptly, as though on cue 
Rut some of the researchers noted thai the end came when 
the camera crew slopped filming and retrieved lls micro­ 
phones 


Then the interviewers went into action 
Their report. 
woven into a single manuscript, was printed in the society's 
monthly bulletin, L I E S. Some of the significant excerpts 
follow 


‘ The research crew s first task was to determine the 
actual number of persons in the crowd in front of the far 
tory gate and then interview each individually to find the 
motives that brought them there at 7 ante meridian, Moan 
tam time 
A careful check showed 237 percent, exclusive 
of 17 police and sheriff's deputies and a man in a tall white 
hat who was selling lemonade and popcorn 


We quickly found that 75 were employes on the night 
shift at tile factory who quit work just as the demonstration 
started 
Thee were Irving to fight their way through the 
crowd lo get home for breakfast 
Seventy-five more were 
workers on the day shift. due to report at 7 and made pas 
sionatei. angry as- they tried to tight their wav through the 
mob to punch the time clocks. 


"T H AT ACCOUNTS for I SO 
Np x I we singled out 27 in 
dividuals with c a m e r a s hanging about their necks or 
clutched in their hands We found that together they reprp

Udall said a letter has been sent bv .John Gottscbalk. di 
rector of Interior's Rureau of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife 
to fish and game directors in each stale asking for a study 
that would help these species 
Gottschalk particularly asked for a review of state law- 
and regulations concerning animals that are in difficulty 
Worldwide concern for predatory birds and some of the 
larger carnivores, such as wolves and mountain lions

pointed out by Gottscbalk 
He noted that species outside
